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The Lebanese Civil War: 
Its causes and prospects 

-Abstract' 1 

The purpose of this paper is to examine and analyze the Lebanese Civil War in order 
to assese the reasons that cause such conflict and do establish the Main caharateristics 
of conflict and to present th options for the future. 

The study domenstrate that the instability in Lebanon since it became independent 
reflects the short coming in Lebanese political and social structure, Particulary the polit- 
ical institution which were and still not capable to take hold and adjust to changing con- 
ditions that lebanon has faced and to response to the political demands made by the 
people. 

The study conclude that the Lebanese political system is based on the national pact 
of 1943 which has established a traditional mosaic social diversity and dominated by 
traditional Leaders and Kinship, religions, and Local Loyalities, resulted in the weaken- 
ing of any form of central gorenment and in the emergence of several centers of power 
within the states. 

An optimitic Prognisis for Lebanon's future must be to a wait progress toward the 
resolution of its long-term problems. 
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1. Introduction 

As in other regions in the world, a few governments in the Middle East have at- 
tempted to develop effective public policies toward the ethnic, sectarian, and tribal com- 
ponents of their respective population mosaics. The result has been official repression, 
communal violence, and massacres, realities which have been endemic in the area, par- 
ticulary in the last few decades of this century. This study will consider the of Lebanon, 
a prime example of an ethnically heterogeneous state with its singular confessionally - 
based system of sociopolitical, existence. Lebanon's confessional model is more rele- 
vant to the Middle Easts' s milieu of ethnic and religious diversity that to the unitary pro- 
totype of nation - states. 

Lebanon, with its unique political system is a new state which gained its indepen- 
dence from the French man-date in 1943. The French mandate enforced a confessional 
upon the various groups in the country throuth the National Pact of 1943. This pact ba- 
sically provided for a unitary slate, with a strictly discriminated apportioment of powers 
and politics among various religious groups . Essentiality, the covenant favored Leba- 
non's Maromte Christians by granting them the presidency and control of parliament. In 
addition tradition allotted them other key positions, including that o f army commander. 
The Sunni Muslims were assigned the prime ministry; the Shiite Muslims, Leadership 
of the Chamber of Deputies. Christian economic predominance in Lebanon, with the 
support of the Frence mandate, reinforced the political positions of the country, and "the 
result was a uniquely western-oriented state in the midst of oriental culture and growing 
Arab socialism "(waterman, 1978:40). 

Lebanon as u state is an entiry consisting of five major communities: Sunni, 
Shiite, and Druz Muslims and Catholic and non-Catholic Christians. The Catholic group 
consists of Maronite Greek, American, Syrian, Latin, and Chaldean Catholics, and the 
non-Catholic group consists of Greek, American, and Syrian Orthodox believers and 
protestants .{chamie, 1981). 

The semi-autonomous nature of Lebanon's religious communities has precluded 



the building of the state but has left it communially divided. In the words of Joseph 
Chamie. 

The Lebanese political system is an unusual mixture of the tra- 
ditional and secular features. At first glance and form a distance, 
the country has the image of a state based on democratic in- 
stitutions and Liberal doctrines, yet upon close inspection 
one finds that the country is far from this kind of state. The 
country's parties, parliamentary coalitions, blocs, and various 
pressure groups run the interests of the larger society, which are 
often put in a secondary positions, if not thwarted al-together. 
(chaimec 1981:30 -31). 
An analysis of sholarly literature of the Lebanese community demonstrates that 
the shortcomings and handcaps of the Lebanese socio-polity are obvious. No scholar or 
assembly of sholars trained in contemporary methods of investigation and modern polit- 
ical sociology can overlook them. Lebanese democracy does not rest on a compercne-^ 
sive, country- wide attachment to lebanon. People may know that they are Lebanese, but 
this is not as significant a fact for most of them as being Maronite, Orthodox, Sunni, 
Shiite, etcetera. The working constitution of the country was made rigid by the National 
pact, which prevents the Chamber of Deputies from being a true form for ideas and pre- 
vents elections form affording any real competition among parties. 

In short, the Lebanese political system is bound to an unstable form of non- 
government that has reflected as well sustained the existing social cleavages at the base 
of the current civil war in the country. 

The purpose of this study is to examine and discus several questions that may be 
raised regarding the Lebanese civil war. Was the Lebanese system destined to collapse? 
was the collapse fundamentally a result ethinicity, religion or class, or was it of foreign 
and extrinsic provenance? And, finally, what are the options for the future? Questions 
like these are essential to ascertian and evaluate the reasons advanced for the collapse. 
11. The Nature of the Lebanese State 

As a result of World war I and the defect of the ottoman Empire, at the San Remo 
conference in Italy in April 1920, the Allies placed lebanon and Syria under a French 



mandate. General Henri Gourand was appointed by the french government to discharge 
the madate's provisions in Lebanon. 

On September 1, 1920 General Gourand proclaimed the establishment of Greater 
Lebanon, with its present boundaries and Beirut as its capital city. The first constitution 
Promulgated in May 1926, was unsatisfactory to Lebanese nationalists because, under 
its provisions, the french High Commissioner still exercised supreme power. "(Smith, 
1974, 37-40). 

Greater Lebanon could not easily accept such an arrangement because its mumeri- 
cal balance had changed. The smaller Lebanon had had a Maronite majority, but now all 
the Christian sects together had at best a bare majority. Moreover, half the population of 
the new lebanon did not accept the legitimacy of either the state or its form of govern- 
ment. Many Maronites still remained loyal in their hearts of the inclusion of Beirut and 
Tripoli in Greater Lebanon. Most Muslims, in contrast, were loyal to the idea of an 
Arab nation. Finally many of the Orthodox Christians were unwillin to be part of state 
in which Maronites would dominate and Frencttswas always present. Their political 
ideal was either Arab or Syrian, and they supported the idea of a secular united Syrian 
nation (Binder. 1966). 

A few days after the promulgation of the constitution in 1926, Charles Debbas, a 
Christian leader, was elected as the first president of Lebanon. At the end of Debbas 
second term, two candidates Bishara Al-Khoury and Emile Edde, ran for the office. The 
divided Chamber of Deputies faced and impasse, with some deputies of the cabinet and 
the Muslim leader of Tripoli. To preclude the election of a Muslim Proposing the condi- 
dacy of sheikh Mohammad El-Jisser President, the French High Commissioner, Henri 
Parisot, suspended the constitution on May 9,1932, and extended Debas term for an ad- 
ditional year (Yamak, 1966). 

On January 30, 1936, the Chambre of Deputies elected Emile Edde president of 
Lebanon for a there-year term. A year later, in January 1937, Edde partially reestab- 
lished the constitution of 1926 and proceeded to hold legislative elections in October. 
After the out break of world war II in September 1939, however, the constitution was 
again suspended by the French High Commissioner (Smith, 1974). 

In the early 1940s, before the French left the country , the views of the lebanese 



people were divided regarding the establishment of a national identity . According to 
Labib Zuwiyya Yamak. 

On th one hand there were those who believed that Lebanon 
formed a part of the Arab world ethnically, culturally, ... histori- 
cally, and geographically and that the Lebanese were an integral 
part of the Arab nation. On the other hand, and taking the dia- 
metrically opposite point of view, were those who believed that 
Lebnon was geographically part of the Arab world in the gener- 
al sense but that ethnically, historically, and even culturally it 
constituted separate entity. The first group denied that lebanon 
had any special mission that distinguished it from the rest of the 
Arab countries, while the second group viewed Lebanon not so 
much as the western frontier of the Chritian west, and moreover 
as a country with a special misson that was not compatible with 
nationalist aspirations of the arab world (smith, 1974). 
In 1943, the Muslim and christian groups in Lebanon reached an oral agreement 
the national pact described above-enforced by the French mandate, which made possi- 
ble the creation of an independant Lebanon. The Muslim Political establishement recog- 
nized the legitimacy of a sovereign Lebanese entity in return for the Christian communi- 
ties willingness to share power and recognize at least the partial Arab character of this 
entity, It was agreed in the pact that the president of Lebanon must be a Maronite Chris- 
tian, the prime minister a Sunni Muslim, and the speaker of parliament a Shiite Muslim. 
Greek Orthodox Cristians would occupy the posts of vice-speaker and vice-premier 
(Crow, 1962). This distribution of power among the various religious communities ac- 
cordig to their presumed numerical strength-by then a traditional pattern in Lebanon 
was agreed upon. Christian supermacy in the state prompted the decision to elect a Mar- 
onite to the powerful office of president and to establish a ratio of six Christian deputies 
to every five Muslim deputies in parliament. The Lebanese polity was not based on the 
presumed existence of a Lebanese nation but, rather, on a confederation of protonational 
communities, each of which claimed the ultimate allegiance of its members. This 
unique political system which acknowledged the Primacy of its constituent religious 



communities and vasted them with political power, came to be clalled "confessional" 
(Rabinovich. 1984: 24). 

Opposition to the National pact was not long in coming. In a speech to Parliament, 
Riadh Al-Solh, the first prime minister of independent Lebanon, declared his implicit 
opposition to the political compromise of the pact and his wish that it be abrogated. 
The hour in which the abolishing of confess ion alism becomes 
possible will be a blessed hour of full national awakening in the 
history of lebanon. We shall do our utmost to reach this histori- 
cal hour at the earliest possible moment if God permits, and it is 
only natural that to organize this demands preperation and plan- 
ning in many different directions. (Smith 1971: 190-192). 
The political system of post- 1943 Lebanon was based on the political institution 
of the mandatory period and on the National pact. It was an ascriptive system based on 
the preservation of the. status quo. with confessionalism as a cornerstone of the political 
system, religious leaders and other traditional leaders and interests kept their pominence 
within their respective communities. This bias was further reinforced by other charac- 
teristics of the political establishment, such as the electoral system, which served to pre- 
serve the position of community notables (Zu'ama) and to hinder the development of 
parliamentary political parties across communal and regional boundaries. Often the 
Zu'ama would function alongside the formal and bureaucratic structures, offering ser- 
vices and protection in violent conflicts. (Rabinovich 1984). 

The Republic of Lebanon could be described, in the words of David C. Gordon, 
as a product of its long experience of multiethnic coexistence 
(when this worked) of particular institutions and traditions elab- 
orated under the mandate system and of an agreement, the Na- 
tional pact, couched inevitably in negative rather than positive 
terms. On the positive side, this legacy provided for freedom 
and for participation in the affairs of state by all groups, al- 
though in a descending scale of effective power. On the negative 
side, the peculiar system of checks and balances explicit or im- 
plicit in the system has often made for immobilism, log-rolling, 



compromise where dicisiveness is called for the resort to Wasta 
(special personal influence), and the inability of leaders to make 
forcful decisions without putting the whole structure in the risk. 
As a result, the freedom the system has offered has depended on 
luck and good fortune to a large extent, on economic prosperity, 
a favorable and calm international atmosphere, and the predis- 
positions of stronger neighbors and the great powers to tolerate 
or to protect Lebanon. (Gordon, 1983, 77). 
In upholding the principles of confessionalism and playing down the notions of 
nation and class, the Lebanese political system acquired an archaic complexion, and 
from the mide- 1960s it found itself challanged by the political attitudes prevailing 
throughout most of the outside world. (Rabinovich 1984). 

IIL The Civil War of 1958 

The formula of the National pact of 1943, which was imposed by the French man- 
date upon the various groups in Lebanon, disappointed most of the groups in the coun- 
try because it was designed to serve one particular group - the Maronites - at the ex- 
pense of the others. Consequent upon this disappointment, the challange to the status 
quo in Lebanon since 1943 could be traced to three basic sources: 

First, some Muslims rejected the 1943 compromise and its sys- 
tem as unrepresentative of its population. Second, a variety of 
ideolgically inclined groups and individuals (Arab nationalists, 
communists, and other advocates of social and economic 
change) viewed the existing system as a barrier to the imple- 
mentation of their ideas. Finally external forces (such as Syria, 
Egypt, and the Soviet Union) sought to establish influence in 
Lebanon and to weaken western presence and influence. 
(Rabinovich, 1984:27). 
The dissatisfied groups (mainly Muslims) were motivated by the Arab nationalist 
movement, which had emerged with the rise to power of Egyptian leader Gamal Abdel 
Nasser after the Egyptian revolution of 1952. Nasser was very popular among the Leba- 



nese leaders who advocated Arab nationalism and were opposed to the National pact, 
which embodied and institutionalized the defferences among the sects in Lebanon. 

All of the people of Lebanon, whatever their religion, might speak of a Lebanese 
nation and quality among the sects, but each group had its own perspective on those 
concepts. For some, Lebanon was a Maronite national home; for others, a Charistian ref- 
uge; for still others, a secular state based on a scarcely existing national unity or perhaps 
a temporary expedient untill a broad, secular Arab state should be ready to absorb it. 
These differing viewpoints were reflected in various nationalist movements and parties- 
Lebanese, Syria, and Arab-but all of them were based on different religious loyalties 
which were still the fundamental reality in the Lebanese community. (Binder 1966). 

As a result of these and other problem, the first major crisis to thearten the exis- 
tence of the Lebanese state erupted in 1958, escalated by the combined pressure of do- 
mestic and regional developments. President Gamille Chmoun tried to impose a degree 
of presidential discipline over the traditional leaders (Zu'ama) of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, in part by electoral manipulation. This provoed vigorous opposition from the 
Zu'ama, who feared Chamoun's nn|ention to succeed himself in office. (Dekmejian 
1978).The upsyrge of messianic pan-Arab nationalism under Nasser's leadership plus 
the Egyptian Iraqi rivalry set the regional scene for tfhe explosion (Rapinovichl984). 

Tension mounted in February 1985, but a military outbreak did not take place in 
Beirut and in Lebanon as a whole until May 8, when Nassib Metni, a Journalist opposed 
to president chamoun, was assassinated. (Vek, 1987) The civil war broke out between 
Chamoun's supporters and his opponents, most of whom were Muslims. This conflict 
primarily involved phalangist militias and the Lebanese Syrian part. The Lebanese army 
remained neutral because its commander-in-cheif, Fuad Shihab, feared that a communal 
split between the Christians and Muslims would make conditions even worse. 

The fighting ended with the landing of United states Marines in Bierut, at the re- 
quest of president chamoun, while the political war subsided after another historic com- 
promise was arranged. President Chamoun renounced rejections; General Shihab was 
elected as his successor; Rashid Karami, one of the Muslim leaders who opposed Cha- 
moun during the crisis, was appointed as prime minister; (Dawisha 1980) and it was de- 
cided to restore the status. The events of 1958 had manifold causes, but the overiding is- 



sue was undoubtedly a Christian-Muslim struggle over the nature of the Lebanese state 

(Rabinovich, 1984). 

The civil war demonstrated to all of the groups in Lebanon that extermist policies 
in the delicate circumstances prevailing in the country were bound to lead to violent cri- 
sis. It also demonstrated the differences of the existing system but showed that the 
alternative to it were even less attractive. 

KY T The civil war of 1975 and 1976 

As time has passed since 1985, clashes of political views continued in the rapidly 
changing Lebanese socity, where the balance of population between Muslims and 
Christians was shifting to favor the former and the balance between urban and rural res- 
idents was also shifting. The capital of Beirut was becoming ever more important ir 
Lebanon's social and economic life. The small size of the country increased the tension 
Everyone was involved in the political process, which made the stability of larger states 
virtually impossible to achieve (Binder 1966). 

After a period of relative harmony and prosperity in Lebanon between the resolu 
tion of the civil strife of 1958 and the Arab-Israeli war of 1967, matters began to go se 
riously amiss. The refusal of the army command to involve Lebanese forces in the Six 
Day war enraged many Muslim leaders, the progressive part, and the Palestinians, anc 
heightened existing tensions. The Palestinian armed presence became incresingly visi- 
ble. In 1969 and 1973, Palestinians clashed with the army, and, in 1970 units of phalan- 
gists clashed with the Palestinians (Gordan, 1983). Clashes also broke out between the 
Palestinians and phalangists in the southern city of Tyre. Shortly afterward, a statment 
was issued by Al-Kataib party leader pierre Gemayel asking the Palestinians to put an 
end to their activities (Salibi, 1976). 

Former president Chamoun denounced the Palestinians and urged the government 
to ust drastic measure to destroy them. Muslim leaders responded to the sentiments of 
Gemayel and chamoun by accusing the government and the army commander of coop- 
erating with the christian political parties to take over political and military con- 
trol in Lebanon, In addition, the Muslims demanded the reorganization of the army 
on the grounds that it had yieleded absolutely to the will of the christians Presidency. 



These demands aroused the motion of lebanese christians, who staged demonstration in 
the streets in support of the army (Barkat, 1977). 

Criticims of the government became incresingly vocal, and the power of tradition- 
al leaders began to be seriously challenged. The mood of distrust was accentuated by a 
growth of Lebanon's Muslim majority as well as by the altered position of the western 
powers in the region. Political life in Beirut was affected by the juxtaposition off new 
poor districts to affluent districts, by a sharp demarcation between a predominantly 
Christian (eastern) and a predominantly Muslim (Western) section of the city, and by 
the presence of Palestinians refugees, who were to be found throughout Lebanon but 
particularly in the capital. Many Muslims shifted their allegance to newer, more radical 
parties, movements and militias, These trends were matched by the growth of Christians 
militias, particularly the phalangist, whose role as protectors of the Lebanese Christian 
entity and of a threatened way of life became much more pronounced (Rabinovich 
1984). 
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Finally, the Lebanese political system collapsed under the pressure of rival inter- 
nal and external forces. The endless demands and ultimatums, acts of political violence, 
transgressions against the state's authority and sovereignty, and other manifestations of 
social and political tensions culminated in a second civil war. The dramatic incident that 
set the nation on fire was the messacre of that occurred in Ain-el-Roumeneh on April 
13, 1975 when phalangist gunmen ambushed a bus and killed twenty-seven of its 
Palestinians occupants (Vock, 1978). Whether or not this action was justified as an act 
of retaliation for earlier incidents, the fuse had been ignited with hindsight it dose seen 
that Ain-el-Roumeneh was a decisive moment and that afterwards there was no truning 
back. 

The events of the war may be categorized into five phases (Gordon, 1983). 

1. April to September 1975. Clashes occurred between the phalangist militia 
(Kataib) and leftist and Palestinians units, and strife between the inhabitants of Ain-el- 
Roumeneh (Maronites) and Al-Shiyyah (Shiites) continued despite medication efforts 
and cease-fire agreements. 

2. December 1975 to April 1976. In December 1975, fighting resumed. The Ultra- 
National liberals seized the Palestinian camp of Dbayya, north of Beirut, and the pales- 



tinians attacked the Christian stronghold of Damour. south of Beirut, after the Kataib 
occupied and destroyed the mainly areas of karantina and Maslakh in Beirut. By now 
the Palestinians, whose earlier, role had been ambiguous, were openly and visibly in- 
volved in the fray, and the Ultra were placed incresingly on the defensive. Mean while, 
after consultation with the Syrian government, president Suleiman Franjiyy issued a 
Constitutional Document on February 6, 1976, which, it was then hoped,would serve as 
a basic for the final resolution of the conflict Since the Muslims had long complained 
that the Lebanese president was like a dictator who held all power in his hands while the 
prime minister be elected by parliament and insisted that the number of parliamentary 
seats assigned to Christians and Muslims be equal instead of following the six to five 
formula. Muslim leaders in Lebanon warned that, if Christians continued to insist on 
special privileges in the Lebanese political system, the result might be the breakdown of 
the nation. (Clarity, 1975). In addition, at this time the army began to disintegrate. 

3. April to may 1976. Syrian troops entered Lebanon in March 1976, when the 
leftists and the Palestinians seemed to have victory within their grasp. Criticism of pres- 
ident Franjiyya was mounting in all quarters, and he was forced to accept a constitution- 
al amendment passed by parliament setting the'Sate for an election six rather than theree 
months before the expiratiorij^u^r^rt^ 8, parliament elected Ilyas Sarkis as 
the new president. 

4. June to September 1976. The Syrians extended and consolidated their hold 
upon the fighting groups, and the leftist and Palestinians resistance movements were 
brought to heel. The Ultras regained control, with Syrian support, of most of the moun- 
tainous area of Lebanon. 

5. Ocotber to November 1976. Meanwhile, the Arab states, with Saudi Arabia 
playing a crucial role,' agreed at Riyadh on October 16 to a Syrian presence of some 
30.000 troops in Lebanon, provided that it was "Arabized" and included units from oth- 
er countries to maintain peace and order. The Syrian troops to move along the coast 
road through Chirstians- and muslim- held areas toward Beirut entering the city on No- 
vember 10. By November 15. the entire capital was under the control of Syrian troops 
(Dawisha 1980) By December, the port of Beirut and the airport were functioning regu- 
larly again, and warfare was limited to the south, but violence terrorism and bloodshed 



continued to take their toll 

Ayear and a halt of desprate fighting had left little in Lebanon undamaged. Only 
the banking system funcioned as it had previously. Public services, hospitals , roads, 
schools and the electrical network had been wrecked throughout the country. Industrial 
and agricultural equipment had been destroyed, and total damages were estimated at 
U.S.$ 2.5 bjllion.The official casualty figure was given as 30,000 dead, but this was 
probably an understandment, and it is possible that as many as 50,000 people were 
killed and twice that number were wounded during the war. More than 600.000 people 
has abandoned their homes to move to areas their co-religionists were in control. 
(Khalidi 1979). 

The success of the Arab Deterrent Force (ADF) in improving security did not last 
long, for in the spring of 1977, vilence began to increase again, in the form of kidnap- 
pings, bombings, and gunfights between rival militiamens. In other world, the civil war 
which began in the spring of 1975 is still going on, and country with its various sects 
continues to suffer from its effects. 

y. The factors playing Roles i 

The Lebanese system has been discussed by many scholars, but, according to the 
framework of analysis emplyed in the conflic^Se^ufrcfit civil war in Lebanon is a cul- 
mination of a confrontation that has been building between the forces for change and 
the forces for maintaining the established order against all odds and, often, in oppostion 
to professed principles of society and government. 

The first viewpoint insists that Lebanese genuis devised a unique system of gov- 
ernment that a ocmmodated an unusual number of religious communities into one uni- 
fied and harmonious and pluralistic entity. This view, as expressed by American sociol- 
ogist Edward Shils, Claims Lebanon is a happy phenomenon unique in the Third 
World-a prosperous liberal country, It has a parliamentary body freely elected in the 
competion of a plurality of independent political parties. (Binder, 1966) Lebanese schol- 
ar Elie Salem assents that the: 

society has developed successful institutions to ensure continu- 
ing modernization with a minimum of social and political strain 




and without resort to a radical ideology. The diversity of beliefs 
and attitudes in Lebanese society has furthered rather than hin- 
dered modernization. The slow gains accomplished are the re- 
sult of stable political institutions and of a formula for govern- 
ment based on conciliation and consensus... 

Future modernization involving the public must occur 
within the prevailing political structure. This prospect becomes 
the most probable possibility and is likely to continue. (Salem, 
1973: 3-4). 

Some subscribers to this point view have claimed that the Lebanese political sys- 
tem was able to produce political integration and unity. Such a conceptualization comes 
close to saying that civil war occurred in spite of the system, not because of it. Similar 
assertions have been made by ex-President Franjiyya and Chamoun in two messages 
which they forward to a convention of Lebanese immgrants held in Ecuador in June 
1976. Franjiyya's message asserted that "Lebanon was able to build a prosperous and 
developed society as a result of its affiliation with the free world its domocratic princi- 
ples, and the talents of its children This Lebanon is now exposed to a fierce plot carried 
out by the Palestinians and the destructive left. In the same vein, Chamoun declared, "I 
assure you that there is no civil war in Lebanon nor class struggle on its holy land.. Leb- 
anon is facing a most fierce plot against its existence and civilization. Our war is with 
strangers (Palestinians) This war is not sectarian. (Barakat 1977). 

An opposite point of view described the Lebanese political system as a unique, 
unique unstable form of nongovernment that has reflected as sustained the existing so- 
cial cleavages at the base of recurrent civil wars in the country. Halim Barakat, a Leba- 
nese scholar, predicts that: 

unity and assimilation into a unified national order remain 
as a prospect only. As long as the above conditions con- 
tinue to be unchallenged in a systematic and rational way, Leb- 
anon will remain a moasaic society with dim prospects for 
stbility and national unity, and thus threatened at its very 
roots. (Barakat 1973 4-5), 



Commenting on the religious factor and voting behaviour in Lebanese elections, 
Barakat points out that the influence of religion on elections has been increasing rather 
than decreasing, that the established order promotes sectarianism, and that, conse- 
quently, a process of polarization between the christian and Muslim communities has 
been taking place, situation which will render the political system less able to solve its 
accumulating internal problems (Barakat 1977). 

* In order to evalute these two points of Veiw, several factors should be exam- 
ined: religion, political parties and factions, and the Palestinians. 

1. Religion. The formula of "right-wing christian versus left-wing Muslim" has of- 
ten been used to characterize the line- up at the beinning of the Lebanese civil war. This 
description, however, is such an oversimplification that it is of little use a serious expla- 
nation. Thoughout its history, Lebanon has been a confederacy of different and distinet 
religious Communities Yet, the Lebanese are not a notably religious people, and con- 
flict between sects was usually the result of political rivalry. 

The two main christian communities in Lebanon are the Maronites and the Melch- 
ites, the latter being subdivided into Greek Orthodox and Greek Catholics. There are 
also two Muslim communities, thjs^nis and thj Shiites, and a third samller one, the 
Druze. 

Conffessionalism, whatever advantage it might have had in 1943, clearly had its 
drawbacks as well. It was infficient and cumbersome and tended to reinforce sectarina 
ties at the expense of national feeling. According to michel khoury, son of the late 
President Bishara Al-Khoury, the National pact is a negative agreement in which the 
christians abandoned the idea of protection from a foreign power and the Muslims 
agreed not to merge with the Arab world. In its stead a new national consensus is need- 
ed. (Gilmour, 1983). 

Lebanon is composed of diverse cultural and religious minorities allowing only 
minimal social and political integration at the national level. Social relations across re- 
ligious communiteis are very rare, and non of these communities is stron enough to 
dominate and shape a national destiny in its communal image, yet none is a weak as to 
be effectively subdivided. (Azar 1084). 

Because religious identity an important source of personal security and a locus for 



political ideas and action in Lebanon, the Lebanese have taken to defending their con- 
fessional system at the expense of national integration. Religion has been found to be a 
highly important differentiator or predictor of the political views and behaviour of Leb- 
anese society. The Lebanese have not been able to liberate themselves from religious 
Loyalties. They exhibit strong alienation from religion (although it dose affect political 
views), but political cleavages continue to be most significantly detarmined by religious 
affiliations. Religion perse is not necessarily the determining factor, but it is clearly re- 
vealed that the socioeconomic and political status of the different religious commumi- 
ties in Lebanon is at the root of their political orientations and perspectives. 

2. Political parties and factions. The Main charcteristic of Lebanon is the mosaic- 
like nature if its population, which consists of no less than fifteen ethenic and religious 
groups. (Binder 1966) Analysis of Lebanese factions and parties categorizes them into 
two camps, the status quo and revisionist. The status quo coalition has relied on Maron- 
ite leaders. Parties with Christian - Maronite orientation and their affiliated militias were 
the backbone of the Maronite community's political power. They included the Phalan- 
gists. headed by pierre Gemayel, camille chamoun's National Liberals, and Suleiman 
Franjiyya's political clientele. Despite their differnt policeis and personal interests, these 
three groups and their leaders acted with relative hormony during the height of the crisis 
(Rabnivorich 1984) The other four categories were the Maronite religious establish- 
ment, communal Maronite groups, Christian leadership in the army, and accommeda- 
tionist Christian Leaders. 

The revisionist coalition is large and hetereogeneous. It has suoght-most of the 
time in vain-to coordinate the efforts of many political groups and figures. Most of the 
fighting on behalf of this camp was carried out by Palestinian organizations and Muslim 
and leftist militias. The revisionist camp was reinforced by Al-Kaitab's forces in 1978, 
but these were decimated by the fighting into a small force. Within the revisionist coali- 
tion five major categories can be discerned: veteran leftist and opposition parties, 
organization and militias firmed in the course of the crisis, traditional Zu'ama and the 
Sunni establishment, the militant Shiite leadership, and Palestinian organiztions. 
(Rabinovich, 1984). 

These factions render Lebanon a fragmented mosaic society that continue to be 



dominated by conflicting loyalties and value oreintations. They also allow fo external 
interference in Lebanon's affairs. Further more, these features have created an ideal situ- 
ation for the traditional leaders to remain in alliance with the relgious institutions that 
preach loyalty to the established order. 

3. The Palestinians. After 1965, the 300.000 Palestinians in Lebanon were to be- 
come a major political factor in the country's life when Palestinian commando raids into 
Israel began from across the Lebanese border, as a matter of policy Lebanese security 
forces often intercepted them. These incidents provoked a storm of protest from Pales- 
tinians and Lebanese progressive (Gordon 1983). 

two crucial facts should be remembered in discussing the Palestinian factor: "a- 
there was a collapse of authority in the Lebanese state and open conflict among the Leb- 
anese themselves; b- there was no effective centralized authority over the armed Pales- 
tinians in Lebanon. (Hudson 1978) The existing gaps between the Lebanese religious- 
political communities widened, deepened and polarized as a result of the presence of the 
palestenian resistance movement in Lebanon. This movement served as a catalyst by 
spontaneously diffusing radical ideas, encouraging the leftists to press for overdue ful- 
fillment of demands, inviting radic al. e^m ents^om_Dther Arab countries and the world 
into Libanon training and arming dissidents and upsetting the delicate balance of power 
within Lebanon, all of which alarmed the rightest parties that fluorished in Christian 
communities. (Barakat 1977). 

The resistance movement had widesprad popular support among Lebanese in the 
coastal cities, especially among members of the poor and middle classes who were con- 
scious of their Arab identity. This support was probably strongest among Sunnis but 
was also evident among Shiites and Greek Orthodox Christians. The resistance was a 
political threat to the principle traditional Moronite leaders, notably Chamoun. who not 
only saw Pan-Arabism as a threat to "their" Lebanon, but also perceived that the pales- 
tenians might catayze a movement for change among those segments of the Lebanese 
population who were either frozen out of effective participation or limited by custom to 
an inferior position with regard to the Maronites. (Hudson 1978). 

The Palestinian resistance movement fearing a repetition of the 1970 civil distur- 
bance in Jordan, where it isolated itself from the jordanian nationalists, sought to 



strengthen its alliance with the leftist- nationlist group in Lebanon. Since then, an at- 
tack on one has meant an attack on the others, and defending the other means defending 
oneself. The leftist-palestinian alliance, in turn, reinforced the belief of the rightists that 
the Palestinians constitute a force disruptive to the existing internal balance of the na- 
tion. As previously noted, it was the massacre of a busload of twenty-seven Palestinians 
at Ain-el-Roumeneh on April 13, 1975, that triggred Lebanon's second civil war. 
(Barakat, 1977). 



V| T Conclusion 

The continuing instability in Lebanon since it gained its independence in 1943 
reflects the short comings in its system- building, notably the incapacity of its political 
isntitutions to take hold and adjust to changing conditions and demands. According to 
Samuel Huntington political instability in Asia, Africa, and Latin America is the result 
of the rapid social change and rapid Amobilization of new groups into politics, coupled 
with slow development of political ififstitutions, or, in other words "the lag in the devel- 
opment of political institutions behind social and econmic change" (Huntington. 1968, 
34-53) To Huntington, successful institutionalization means the development of govern- 
ing institutions that embody new source of legitimacy, participatory institutions provid- 
ing channels for relating the newly participant groups to the governing institutions, and 
bureaucratic institutions that provide structures for the discharge if those administrative 
functions that modern society requires of its political systems. (Huntington, 1968). 

This study advocates the View that describes the Lebanese political system as a 
unstable form of non- government that has reflected as well as sustained the existing so- 
cial cleavages at the base of recurrent civil wars in the country. According to Barkat, the 
sources of these recurrent crises are connected with the following features of the com- 
plex religious diversity of Lebanese society: 

1. Lack of consensus of fundaental issues and particularly on the 
national identity of Lebanon. 

2. Lack of extensive, deep, and open dilalogue between the Leb- 
anese religious commumities. 



3. Loyalty of the Lebanese to their sectarian kinship, and local 
communities rather than to the country as a whole. 

4. Increasing legitimization of the sectarian system and non- 
separation of religion from the state, which has prevented the 
adoption of secularism and civil marriage. 

5. Absence of a unfied educational system, a situation which al- 
lows for socialization of the young into their traditional sec- 
tarian communities and promotion of religious identity. 
(Barakat 1977, 195). 

The political system governing Lebanon, based on the traditional mosaic social di- 
versity and dominated by traditional leaders and kinship, religious, and local loyalties, 
resulted in the weakening of any from of central government and in the emergence of 
several centers of power within the state even befor the Palestinians moved int Lebanon. 
The lack of strong central government in Lebanon has contributed to the emergence of 
private militias, helplessness in enforcing laws, constant interence of all sorts of exter- 
nal forces in lebanese internal affairs, and difficulty in imposing solutions even when- 
solutions are reached. 

These shortcomings and deficiencies were created by the National pact of 1943, In 
the words of Clovis Maksoud, 

It gave a semblance of guaranteeing a democratic setup and 
freedom of expression. But this was a domcracy by default and 
not of conviction. 

The Pact assumed hat to be in a constant dialogue, freely voic- 
ing thier demands and intersts. In a way, this from of democracy 
confirms the faulty basis on which the Lebanese body politics 
rests. Under such conditions a premium is placed on the political 
attachment to the religious group, and the capacity to serve its 
intrests becomes the criterion for political relevance. Democracy 
then becomes the free inteplay of these groups within the frame- 
work of the regulatory machinery for their coexistence. 



The pact often has been berached, and the gaps only revealed 
the inadequacy of the formula and its assumptions. (Binder 
1966: 240-24). 

An o ptimistic prognosis for Lebanon's futurt must be to await progress to 
wards the resolution of its long- term problems. As yet, this process has been imper 
feet indeed. 
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
